We e believe the Legislative Assem 
bly has been called to meet at 
Regina early in October. Although 
there may not be very much entirely 
new legislation of a public nature to 
deal with, yet the members will find 
plenty to occupy their time with 
while there. There are sevesal of 
the Revised Ordinances which re 
quire a good deal of trimming up, 
more particularly that “ Respecting 
Municipalities.” The gentlemen 
who passed this Ordinance apper to 
have taken a great deal of it from 
the Ontario Act, and do not appear 
to have been altogether as careful 
in their work as they should have 
been. They might have icorpo- 
rated a great deal more of the On- 
tario statutes without doing any 
harm. But now that the Ordinance 
referred to has been in operation for 
a year, the members should, by con- 
sulting municipal officers who have 
had to work under it, be in a posi 
tion to remedy the defects therein. 
The “Interpretation Ordinance,” 
too, might very properly receive 
some attention at their hands; there 
are clauses in it which the legislators 
appear to have studied how they 
could conceal their meaning in a 
cloud of verbiage, and we think they 
succeeded admirably in doing so. 
Some sections in the Ordinance re- 
ferred to, we venture to say, would 
puzzle the “Law officers of the 
Crown.” A great deal of useless 
legislation would be avoided if Le- 
gislatures would endeavor to express 
themvelves in plain English that all 
could understand, and surely the 
English language is comprehensive 
enough to enable that to be done. 
With reference to the present School 
Ordinance, we think it should be 
wiped out of the Statute Book alto 
gether. 
already. An altogether new Ordi- 
nance should be passed. The two 
Boards of Education and two sets of 
School Inspectors should be done 
away with as well as Separate Schools 
and one set of text books—approved 
by the Legislature—should be au 
thorized for use in all Publrc Schools 
and the school grant should be 
withdrawn from any school using 
any other, These are a few of the 
subjects that occur to us at present:
